Hi Mike and A.P. 

Council Member O'Farrell contacted the City Attorney yesterday regarding signage posted outside 
of the children's play area at Selma Park. A constituent named Adrian Riskin, who is a serial CPRA 
abuser and frequent critic of the City, posted a negative comment about the sign on his blog. 

Through what appears to be a miscommunication stemming from our office advising that we would 
look into the legality of the signage, the sign was removed. Our Office never concluded that the sign 
was unlawful. Rather, we believe that we could defend the sign because it places a reasonable 
time, place and manner restriction in furtherance of child safety on who may enter a children's play 




area. According to the Council Member, after the sign was removed, the Selma Park became 
overrun with drug dealers and other criminal elements. 

We are writing to advise that the sign at Selma Park and other similar signage, can be re-posted. My 
impression from speaking to Council Member O'Farrell earlier this morning is that he would like the 
signs put back up as soon as possible.

All, 

Just to clarify. I have confirmed that the cite on the sign is correct: Penal Code Section 653b(a). 

The sign should be re-installed at Selma Park only at the entrance to the children's play area, not the 
entrance to the entire park. Similarly, at other RAP parks, the signs should only be placed at entrances to 
the Children’s Play areas, not in other areas of parks. Next week we will work with RAP to discuss options 
for the area of Selma Park that does not include the children's play area.
